Sir Fraucislle.nl ou Military Matters. 

Sir Franois 



As a colonial governor 
Bond Head may, pcrhop", bo paid to 
have proved a failure. Wo have recent- 
ly seen how, as an authority upon 
the present colonial situation ho has 
fared no better. But Sir .Francis was 
endowed with the partB necessary to the 
achievement of groatne?B. Unfortunate- 
ly, like too many in the world, ho mis- 
took or forsook his proper calling. In 
early dayn Sir Franois was erti officer in 
the EoyJ. Engineers, and i<> that part 
of the service amelt po\vder at Wa'cr- 
loo. He has just writ'ru a hook en- 
titled " The '.Royal Enginecre," a glance 
at which lead'" out! U> regret, that its 
author over hilt the soivico. In 1831 
Sir Francis submi'ted to tho Duke ot 
AVelli- gton a propo-al that ovury saddle 
horsL in tl>o army should bo provided 
with a surcingle and a r> po, by meant- 
of which "An enormous omor.m of horse 
power hitherto latent could he develop- , 
men t— not for Hie piirpneo ot harra-in'gr 
our cavalry, but k imply to enable thfffl | 
to carry offrny guns or trouenro tAey 
might capture or to give tepjporar/ help | 
to our own artillery," Duiii-g b'^ resi- 
dence in South America, Su Francis 
had noticed the ready manner in which 
the gaucboH of the Pampas muke a wild 
horse dniw with a Binjrte traco or la-so 
hooked to asurcinge girth, and it btruck 
him that tbo nystem might be with 
great advantage introduced into the 
army. The proposal was tnken up by 
tho Duke of Wellington and experi- 
mented upon before the King and many 
distinguished personages at Windsor. 
The result was highly satisfactory. A 
waggon heavily ludeu with irou was Ly this 
menus taken at a fast canter over unoveD 
ground j a be dy of lancers galloped 
off with an ummunitiou waggon; a heavy 
car containing a sergeant aud fifteen men 
of the Coldr-trenm Guards wa3 drawn 
for a considerable distance by four 
mounted men ot the Life Guards ; and 
after other successful trials, a bull, whose 
homes hud been entangled by the lusso, 
was drawn forward by two of the 
ciivalry, and carried off at full trot in 
spite of its struggles. Tho practical 
utility of the invonlion being thus 
thoroughly established, it was adopted, 
and a paragraph inserted in the King's 
regulations ordering that at least ten 
men of every iroop of cavalry be 
equipped with the lasso tacklo, as, in- 
deed, ten men of every troop are equip- 
ped at this day ; but with tho exception 
of the mounted men of tbo Engineer 
Train, who— thanks to tb.3 energy of 
Sir John Burgoyno— are now regularly 
practised at tbeuseof the lasso-draught, 
not a Binglo mounted man in the British 
army ever sees it used. Of th'o_ little 
progress modo in tho oso of his inven- 
tion Sir Francis complains. But in bis 
book, Sir Franois touches upon a sub'- 
jeet of even wirier importance than tho in- 
veu lion to which he owes his Knighthood. 

"On tho opuosite side of what we 
call 1 the British Channel,' the lives aud 
property of the people are at this mo- 
ment insured or defended against in- 
fasion by 600,000 highly instructed 
regular troops armed with breech- 
loaders, directed by a personage who 
from his boyhood has boon a student 
and lately a sue essful loader in war— 
his War Minister being an experienced 
General of Engineers, late the Com- 
mandtfr-in-Otiiut of an army in tbe 
field. On this side ot the very same 
chaunel, the lives and incalculable wealth 
of tbe people are protected lroui inva- 
sion by, say, one twelfth f that noraber 
of 6emi -instructed regular troops, di- 
rected yesterday by Sir John Pakington 
^-to-day by Mr. Catd weil — to mot row, 
perhaps, by a Bight Hon. Quaker— or 
by any other powe-ful o> Alor equally 
ansta'ned by military science of the 
Bmallest desorip'i' n. In fact, the prac- 
tice nil., (which \<e twi know woul'* 
ruin the 13 ink of Etiglftod, the factories 
of Birmingham, Liverpool, Manchester, 
Sheffield, Leeds, and every tra'lu and 
tradesman in the United Kingdom; has 
been, hut io hood ;is tbe new manager 
has been found guil'y ot having ac- 
quired knowledge ot the business which 
in the enjoyment of total ignorance ho 
was bUddenly culled upon to ro»ulat<\ 
BO imiuuculute successor is appointed, 
and 

1 Thus on, lit! Wisdom la pushed out of life.'" 

The import of these words is by no 
means coofinod to the army. Tho Co- 
louial Otlice Is scarcely less open to tho 
same remark. Every revolution of the 
political whirligig pitoh-forks into olhce 
an entirely new set ; and how frequently 
do we find at the head of the Colonial 
Otlieo men chiefly remarkable lor their 
ignorance abou; Colonial affairs. Thus 
a maa suddenly thrown up to tho sur- 
face is liable to become tbo absoluto 
arbiter of tho fate of one«(iith of tho 
woild ! is it any wonder the colonial 
policy of tho nation has proved a fail- 
ure if 

Duly aud Uesiiuy, 

Havo tho people of Victoria anything 
like a realizing convioticn of their res- 
ponsibility in logard to tho commercial 
destiny of this highly favored place? 
Tho world is just beginning to realize 
that Bomewhere on tho watera of Pugot 
Sound will bo tbo groat entrepot of tho 
trade betweeu tho Oriont and tho Occi- 
dent. Tho English, Canadian and 
American prot-s is just boginning to tq- 
alize this now. Without waiting to 
speculate upon tho int'uonce whiob tho 
Canadian Pacifio Railway must exert in 
deciding tho seat, of commerce ou tho 



North Pacifio, let us glance ot the po- 
sition of Victoria, and tho inflnenco for 
good or evil which thoso groat com- 
mercial uprisings, so to Bpeak, cannot 
fail to exert upon it- Victoria is pecu- 
liarly favored by nature Placed right 
on tho traok of commerce, whether

that commerce pas^e* ov.*r tbe Amebi- 
an Northern Pacific Railway or the 
Canadian PaoiQo Railway, her m»gnih- 
cont harbours and her amplo conl-stores 
invito that commerce in i.-rosisuble 
tones. Did wo say irresistible? t-reat 
as aro tho natural advantas^ wl,lcb *° 
possess, thoy may, alter a).', ho sacrificed 
through the stupidity o J negligence o 
man. Commerce n^er forces it<e!f 
upon any people. 3ut what we mean 
Uisay is this: If t»e people of Vic'orta 
have only tho common rien-e and the 
oneri'yto rcrno^ the obstructions which 
shortsighted W »> hus P |,l0ed in the 
way, nature will command commerce 
to cotue foro. In this way the people 
have a ffeat responsi bili;y resting upon 
them. To all human appearance, upon 
their action uow must, m a very great 
m , .sure, depend the commercial destiny 
of Vmioria It res's with them to de- 
cido whether she shall be built up into 
a wealthy and prosperous maritime 
city, cr wbelber she mus' decline before 
neighboring advancement. Nor is the 
question a merely local oue, which con- 
cerns this community alone. It is one 
in which the whole Colony has a direct 
and large iuierest. It is this: Shall 
the commercial entrepot for tho lritish 
Pacifio be ostaDhsbed here or on Putiet 
Sound? The one or the other is certain. 
If wo do not unbar our gates now and 
let it enter, that commerce will sail past 
our door and seek a seat at the terminus 
of tho Amorican railway, on Puget 
Sound. Wo would beseech thoromuier- 
cial men of Victoria to remember that 
they aro called upon to act, not only in 
their own interest, but in the intorest 
of the whole colony and of future 
generations. As "pioneers," it bo- 
hooves us ail to remember that 
wo are called upon to lay the founda- 
tion, so to speak, of future empire ; that 
whatever we construct now must pro- 
ject a potent influence into the distant 
future, for good or evil. If ever there 
was a time when it behooved men to 
rise to tbe great rosponsibilty resting 
upon them as tho architects of future 
empire it is now. Great events crowd 
upou us : — 

In outline Jim and vast, 
Their peacolul Bliadows cast, 
The giant forms of empires, on their way. 

Our tide is rapidly approaching its flood; 
and it rests with tho pooplo to eay 
whether it is to lead tbe oolony on t< 
future greatness, or leave it stranded — 
like a miserable lobster 1 Lot the peo' 
pie eudoavour, th«n, to view these im 
poriant quosiious in tho light of indi 
vidual responsibility and luture well* 
hoing, and let it bo tho manly resolve 
of each to approve himself not to have 
been altogether an unworthy master- 
builder for futuie generations. It is 
in this way wo shall best serve our own 
day and generaliou ; aud it is thus alone 
that we cau discbarge thoso sacred oh. 
ligations restiug upon everyone of us as 
tho pioneers ot our country ou thia 
coast.

01 salmon, large numbers ore 
taken (or borne consumption and export, and 
are being sent not only to California bnt to 
Australia, South America, and the Hawai aa 
Islands. In qualicy they are not excelled. 
Upon the Coast of England the anchovy fish- 
«ry is of considerable importance; but here 
it has not yet attracted attention. Immense 
numbers swarm in the wators of our harbor 
unmolested save by their natural enemien of the 
finny BDd feathered tribes. Along various pcr- 
tioDs of the water-front the bottom is thickly 
covered with dead anchovies that have been 
killed by the pressing of the living mass ot 
fish of whioh they had formed a part, and 
from whom the scale?, which strew ibe bot- 
tom) have been literaily rubbed off. I'raticu- 
larly is this the case near James Bay Bridge, 
where the fish have crowded in vest num- 
bers, piling upon each other to a depth ol 
geveral leet, seeming to be actuated by an 
eager desire to leave their native element 
for the land. As an eatable fish tho uncbovy 
is excellent; and we have no doubt its pur- 
suit will in time become of importance iu the 
ColoDy.

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DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

Eastern States. 

Cnioioo, Oot 5— A telegram from Fort 
Benton announces the arrival of a party from 
the mine* in the British possessions. They 
report the mincB licb, but the Indinnn 
troublesome. Tbey found three emigrant 
wagons, cap'ured by the Blackfeot Indians 
lust year, and the remains of woman and 
ohildren murdered by them. 

The Tribune's New York special says the 
Sun publishes a letter from James Fisk, Jr., 
quite damaging ,to Oorbin, the PrceiJont's 
brotber-iunlaw. Oorbin has been entirely io 
the interest of tho gold clique, in the recent 
speculation, and constantly communicated 
with Fisk, reBpeoting it. Corbin organized 
end carried od the work before Fisk know of 
its exis'enoe. Corbin's representation of in- 
fluence ho could bring to bear in f^vor of ibe 
project, enlisted other gentlemen of moans 
and capaciiy in the Bchemo. Fisk says he 
hud repreated interviews with Corblu, and 
visited Wusbington about the lime of the 
great panic in Wall street. 

Indianapolis, Oct 1 — A terrible accident 
occurred at the State Fair grounds, at six 
u'clook this evening. A stoaui boiler explod- 
od and there being an imm/use crowd ou the 
grcund at the litnc, it is difficult to get tbe 
parliculars ; but iKja known tbut twelve 
persons were instantly killed and probably a 
hundred wounded. Further particulars ol 
ibe aciiJent at the Feir grounds show thut 
i iueteen persins have boen killed uud about 
one Lundred wounded. The engine was at- 
tached to a saw mill und had been firod up 
for test with another machine. Governor 
Baker narrowly escuped serious injury by a 
fragment which passed over bis uead und 
dangerously wouuded his conchrnau. Several 
corpses are defaced beyond lecognitiou. 
Thoro isgreat excitement and feeling iu this 
city over the event. 

Hartford, Oot. 6 — The Courant to-mor- 
row morning wiil contain a cuid from Mrs- 
Stowe, in which she says she dtsiros the 
friends ot justice aud fair dealing to publish 
the announcement that she has kept silence 
heretofore in regard to ihe criticisms ou the 
Lady Byron affair for two reasons : let, be- 
cause she remarks the public mind is in too 
excited a statu to consider tbe matter dis- 
passionately — 2nd, becauso sho expected the 
developemoot of additional prool iu England, 
some ol which of great impurtanoe has 
come lb hund. Mrp. Stowe is preparing a re- 
view ol tho wholo matter, with further laiih 
and mora documents, including several letteis 
of Lady Byron to her> attesting tbe vigor 
aud soundness of her mind at tho period re- 
ferred io — also Mrs. Slowe's own I lt-.ra to 
Lady Byron at the same time, which were 
returned to her by the executors soon aftor 
the Lady's dealb. She will also give tbe 
public a full accouot ot the circumstances 
and reasons wbiob led her to leal ii ber duty 
to make this disclosure as obliging alike io 
justice, gratitude and personal frienasbip. 

A teport has boen current to-day that Sec^ 
retary Fish rcoeived a dispatch from tbe 
Freooh and English governments ihit thoy 
havo notiGed iheir fleets to lieat the Hornet 
as a pirate and sink ber wben found and 
hang her officers and crew if captured. This 
proves to be without foundation. 

It is stated that Jay Gould, to-day, sent 
notice to Mr. Corbin, President Grant's bro- 
iher-in law, ibat unless be seit'es to-day for 
tbe differences on three millions ot stock, 
bought and solJ lor Coibin and associates; 
proceedings will be instituted. It is claimed 
tbese diOeiencos amount to one-ball' million.

A Terrible Tragedy-A Father Stabs 
his two Sous and attempts Suicide. 

From the Now York Tribune, Sopt. 30. 

For sorno lime past Joseph Bausert, a 
resident of Onion Hill, New Hampshire, has 
been nt feud with members of his family 
and a few weeks since was arrested at their 
instigation on a charge ol having murdorous 
intentions towards them. On Thursday 
night he engaged in a quarrel with his wilo, 
and having beco.-no abusive and ibeatening 
was ordered oat of the house. After leav- 
ing ho threw sioncs at the windows, and his 
oldest son, John D Buusert, went our. Some 
high words followed and Bausert senior be- 
came so enraged that be drew a large jack- 
knife and plunged it nto the stomach of his 
sin. Fredariclt, ihe younger boo, then in- 
terfered to euvo h is brother, but before he 
could render any assistance lha father Blab- 
bed him in the stnmuch, side nnd on the leg, 
Tho wounded men were taken into the house, 
where they wero uttended by Dr DeGrafT. 
Tr e aoauilant tied and was found shortly 
afterwards coveted with blood and his throat 
cut. About midnight Coroner White ol Hc- 
bokon, look the deposition ol Frederick Bao- 
seri, us it wu? feared from the nature of the 
wounds that ho would not survive until 
morning The deposition is a recapiiuluiioo 
of the facts already given. Coroner While 
committed the father to tho Couuty Jail to 
await Ihe rosult of the injuries of the wound" 
ed muu, The physicians expretsed the 
opinion yesterday that tbere would bo but 
faint hopes o; either ai iue men recovering 
though they might linger for a few days. 
Tbo prisoner is about fiity years of ago und 
is disliked io tbe neighborhood becauso ol 
his quarrelsome di-ipofiiion. As soon as the 
uffuir became known ihe greatest oxcitcrarnt 
was rnuuiicHtcd by the neighbors und great 
indignation was expressed against Bausert. 
The Inmily cams from Garmauy four years 
ago und have resided at Onion Hill during 
the last three years.
